G.S.R. 1164. — The following draft of certain amendments to the Minimum 
Wages (Central) Rules, 1950, which the Central Government proposes to make in 
exercise of the powers conferred by clauses (i) and (k) of sub-section (2) of section 
30 of the Minimum Wages Act, 1948 (11 of 1940), is published as required by 
sub- section (1; of that section for the information of all persons likely to be 
affected thereby and notice is horeby given that such draft will be taken Into 
consideration on or after the 30th November, 1960. 

Any objections or suggestions which may be received from any person with 
respect to the said draft before the date specified wifi be considered by the Central 
Government. 


Draft Amendments 

1. These rules may he called the Minimum Wages (Central) Amendment Rules, 
1960. 

2. In rule 26A of the Minimum Wages (Central) Rules, 1.950 (hereinafter 
referred to as the said rules), after the figur-s and brackets “26(1)”, the words 
figures and brackets “and the niustei roll required to he maintained under rule 
26(5)” shall he inserted. 

3. After rule 2GA of the said rules, the lollowing rule shall be inserted, namely: — 

‘'26B — Production of registers arid other records. 

All registers and records required to be maintained by an employer under 
these rules shall he produced on demand before the Inspector: 

Provided that where Sn establishment has been closed, the Inspector may 
demand the production of tho registers and records in his office or 
such other public place as may be nearer to the employer.”
